REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


In compliance with the laws of our commonwealth, the Su- 
perintending School Committee of Pembroke respectfully sub- 
mits the following as the annual School Report: 


Friuow-Citizens: It was not without hesitation and much 
misgiving that your committee—having by a former experi- 
ence become partially acquainted with the services required, 
the difficulties attending it, and his own incompetency, prop- 
erly and acceptably to discharge the duties thereof—accepted 
the appointment and entered upon the duties of his office—an 
office not second in importance, and in the responsibility it 
involves, even to that of a legislator. It brings the incumbent 
in contact with the minds of children and youth, now being 
molded, trained and strengthened to bear an active part in 
the future weal or woe of our glorious republic. 

Seeds of thought may now be planted in the youthful breast 
that shall germinate and, under a favorable culture, expand 
and grow till the possessor, like the sturdy oak, firmly rooted, 
with trunk erect, extended branches, and lofty head of noble 
bearing—defying summer’s heat and winter’s storm—shall 
alike resist the rage of passion, the voice of flattery, the love 
of earthly fame, the pride of power, and dare to stand alone, 
or with a despised chosen few, where duty calls and right ap- 
proves—the delight and comfort of friends in the social circle— 
an example of virtue, honesty, generosity and nobleness in 
business transactions—an ornament in professional and public 
life, and, better still—what is so much needed at the present 
crisis in our country’s history, and more valuable than millions 
of money—a true friend of his country—a patriot indeed,— 
standing by its constitution, defending its government, resist- 
ing encroachment and aggression on every side—making no 
compromise with error, and condemning with equal severity, 
wherever found, corruption, swindling, bribery, oppression and 
rebellion. Yes; that seed may spring up, growing with the | 
physical growth, expanding with the mind, strengthening with 
the intellect, accompanying the man in his widening influence, 
till it becomes the defense of the government, the strong arm 
of power in the hour of the nation’s peril—a barrier unmoved, 
against which beat the wild phrenzied waves of political pas- 
sion, of consummate selfishness, of satanic bribery, of unholy 
oppression and black revolt. Such an one will not seek honor 
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from office or place, but office and place will rather be honored 
by him, and their brightest garlands woven to crown his brow, 
and over his head their greenest laurels wave. 

To exert an influence tending to such a result, has been an 
object of desire with your committee the past year. But more 
depends upon the constant labors of the teacher of a school, 
for a permanent healthful influence in his or her school, than 
upon the occasional visits of a superintending committee ; 
therefore, the increased importance attached to the teacher's 
office. Who then can properly estimate the superlative im- 
_ portance of the office, and the responsibility of those who 
stand as rulers of the little sanctuary, Home? Were first im- 
pressions are made, lasting as eternity. Here influences, 
noiseless as time and invisible as thought, act upon the sensi- 
tive mind, permeate the heart; and then, as though carried by 
its pulsations through every vein of the system, never to be 
entirely recalled, control, in part, the whole future life. Hence 
so many “chips of the old block”—“like parents, like chil- 
dren.” If all parents were perfect patterns of all that it is 
desirable a child should be, we might rejoice in the sovereign 
influence of home; but, as it is not 80, we may rather rejoice 
that there is a modifying, though not an extracting power in 
the influence of others: so that, while good home influences 
may be affected by a baser influence prevailing without, the 
bad influence exerted upon the child at home may, in part, be 
counteracted by the better influences that meet him abroad. 

All good citizens, then, loving their country, and desiring a 
peaceful and happy community, will be deeply anxious to se- 
cure for our district schools those teachers whose moral and 
religious characters and lives are irreproachable—whose influ- 
ence is right, and who, by their natural and acquired qualifica- 
tions, can secure for themselves the highest respect, the truest 
confidence and warmest love of their pupils, and inspire in 
them a belief of the deepest interest in their welfare—thus 
commanding the largest influence. Then will the good influ- 
ences of home be encouraged and strengthened, and the poison 
of hurtful home influences be so diluted by the combined 
healthful influences of teacher and scholars, as to become com- 
paratively harmless. 

The responsibility, then, of securing such a state of things 
rests not upon the parent alone, but, in a degree, upon every 
individual who can either act or exert a decided influence in 
the case. But the deepest interest, of right, belongs to the 

arent. Will you see to it, and bar the doors of our school- 
ouses against corrupters, time-servers and false-pretenders ? 

Much depends upon prudential committees, who employ 
teachers; and as a preventive is better than a cure, so a little 
pains and expense in securing a good teacher is better than a 
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struggle to turn out an ordinary or indifferent one. Hence 
the importance attending the choice*of prudential committees. 

Political, sectarian, and other petty divisions in our school 
districts, together with personal selfish ends and interests, 
have too long waged a murderous war, almost fatal in its 
results, against the vital interests of the child—giving it in 
charge, for six hours of the day, to incompetent, unworthy, 
passionate, immoral, dissipated, profane and even clownish 
persons, who, according to the provisions of the statute, are 
required “daily to impress upon its mind the principles of 
piety and justice; a sacred regard to truth, love of country, 
humanity and benevolence; sobriety, industry and frugality ; 
chastity, moderation and temperance, and all the other virtues 
which are the ornament and support of human society.” But 
we rejoice that we are permitted to hope that such unworthy 
motives have been losing power before the onward march of 
more enlightened and generous sentiments, and that now a 
noble policy and loftier aims generally prevail. 

Let the coming spring show that the last vestige of selfish 
party interest is swallowed up and lost in a true, living, en- 
during interest for the highest general good. 

Let the parent’s eye guard with jealous care that almost 
sacred place whence the nation is to rise to glory or sink to 
shame, and suffer no ravenous birds or prowling beasts to prey 
upon the germs of our nation’s future prosperity and great- 
ness. . 

The oft repeated complaint—“ The people of the district 
take no interest in the school,” still rings in our ears, and 
loudly cries from the blank page of the register, where their 
names should be recorded as visitors of the school, for speedy 
redress of grievances. 

Inconstant attendance, tardiness, and dismissals before the 
close of school, are, in some districts, the most formidable 
barriers to a teacher’s full success. You may well imagine 
what kind of an examination a class in geography would 
bear, the members of which had respectively been absent from 
one third of the recitations during the term. The teacher 
may have labored harder each day with those present than he 
would necessarily have done had all been present every day; 
yet how mortifying the result at the examination. One third 
of the questions are missed, and the teacher must bear the 
blame. The child has met with an irreparable loss; but the 
parent, the occasion of this wholesale robbery, quietly sleeps, 
unconscious of his own guilt, the consequence of which he 
severely charges upon another. | 

A want of uniformity in the text-books, in some of the dis- 
tricts, retards the progress of the school by increasing the 
number of classes, and thus diminishing the teacher’s useful- 
ness. This should be immediately remedied. The teacher 
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needs all the help that can be brought to his aid—convenient 
school-rooms, well warmed and ventilated—a full supply of the 
right kind of books—apparatus, maps, charts, &c., and, above 
all, the sympathy and codperation of parents, guardians and 
friends of his charge. 

For suggestions upon school-houses, apparatus, teachers, 
studies, prudential committees, parents, &c., you are respect- 
fully referred to former annual reports. 

Of the condition of the schools in the several districts dur- 
ing the past year, as a whole, your committee can not speak in 
terms of highest commendation; yet, occasionally, his heart 
was gladdened by more than ordinary success attending the 
efforts of the teacher—by a lively interest manifested by pa- 
rents and citizens in the school, and by the praiseworthy de- 
portment and evident advancement of the scholars. In some 
cases ordinary success attended the teacher’s labor and schol- 
ar’s effort, while, in other instances, there was little short of a 
failure. Your committee might not be able, should he at- 
tempt it, to do strict justice to all in charging home the guilt 
where it belongs in those districts where occurred the almost 
failures; but may safely say that the parents are not all guilt- 
less—some of the larger scholars are not free from suspicion— 
the teacher not perfect—the prudential committee not fault- 
less, and the superintending committee not competent to the 
task of ferreting out, in season, the evil, and repairing the 
injury. 

A few statistics, drawn from the Registers kept by the 
teachers of the several schools, with brief statements, accord- 
ing to the impressions of your committee in relation to their 
condition and improvement, are here given. 


DISTRICT NOod: 


The Summer term was taught by Miss Helen Ayer. Length 
of school, 16 weeks; wages per month, $16; number of schol- 
ars, 38; average attendance, 29; instances of tardiness, 139 ; 
visits by citizens and others, 36. 

Miss Ayer is well qualified and apt to teach. She labored 
with interest for the good of the school, and, in some instances, 
most pleasing progress was made. It was her hardest task to 
quiet the restive children and create in them a disposition to 
study. Tardy and inconstant attendance left their mark on 
the closing examination. The Twenty-third Psalm was re- 
peated in the most appropriate manner by the whole school, 
in concert—an exhibition of peculiar interest. Very interest- 
ing and profitable miscellaneous exercises were interspersed 
with the examination. 

The Winter term was taught by Mr.: Rinaldo L. Tilton. 
Length, 12 weeks; wages per month, $30; scholars, 38; aver- 
age, 31; number in the district between 4 and 14, not attending 
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district school, 5; tardy, 184; dismissed, 77; not absent half 
a day, 2; visitors, 28. 

Mr. Tilton conducted the school with his former good suc- 
cess. The general deportment of the school was an improve- 
ment upon that of the Summer term, and yet there is room 
for more. The examination gave evidence of faithfulness on 
the part of the teacher and improvement on the part of most 
of the scholars. Tardiness and irregular attendance deducted 
much from the usefulness of the school. Said the teacher,— 
and in so doing he only indorsed the sentiments written out 
by the Summer teacher,—“If the parents are not interested 
enough to visit us during the term, we thought it not worth 
while to send for them at its close.” 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 

Both terms were taught by Miss H. M. Rand. Length of 
Summer term, 12 weeks; Winter term, 14 weeks. Wages: 
Summer term, $16; Winter term, $17. Number of scholars: 
Summer term, 28; Winter term, 33; average, 24; between 4 
and 14, not attending, 2. Tardy: Summer term, 80; Winter 
term,50. Dismissed: Summer term,7; Winter term, 19. Not 
absent half a day: Summer term,1. Visitors: Summer term, 
42; Winter term, 28. 

Miss Rand is an experienced teacher, understanding her 
duty, and prompt in discharging it—a workman that needeth 
not to be ashamed, as her pupils and all the district can testify. 
The examinations at the close of the terms, especially the 
Summer, were superior in interest to any thing of the kind 
ever attended by your committee. The Winter school was 
much interrupted by a contagious disease, which entirely 
closed it for a time. The teacher, the pupils and citizens of 
the district are worthy of the highest praise for their com- 
bined effort to make a good school. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 

Both terms were taught by Miss Mary F. Mills. Length, 
each term, 12 weeks. Wages: Summer, $14; Winter, $15. 
Scholars: Summer, 16; Winter, 18. Average: Summer, 12; 
Winter, 14; between 4 and 14, not attending school, 1. Tardy: 
Summer, 64; Winter, 9. Dismissed: Summer, 18; Winter, 2. 
Not absent half a day (Summer), 1. Visitors: Summer, 4; 
Winter, 4. Volumes furnished indigent children (Summer), 1. 
General deportment good. 

Miss Mills commenced her school without practical experi- 
ence, but has been highly successful in maintaining order, and 
has proved faithful as a teacher. Good progress appeared to 
have been made, both in Summer and Winter. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 
Both terms were taught by Miss Pluma A. Richardson. 
Length: Summer, 9 weeks;. Winter, 134 weeks. Wages: 
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Summer, $14; Winter, $18. Scholars: Summer, 26; Winter, 
24. Average: Summer,20; Winter,18. Tardy: Summer, 21; 
Winter, 77. Dismissals: Summer, 7; Winter, 6. Not absent 
half a day: Summer, 1; Winter, 2. Visitors: Summer, 8; 
Winter, 11. 

Miss Richardson has sustained her former deservedly good 
reputation. Her practice, as well as precept, seems to say to 
her pupils, “Thorough, as far as you go.” The examinations 
were satisfactory, and gave evidence of decided improvement. 
Quiet order prevailed in the school-room. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


The Summer term was taught by Miss Mary A. Kimball. 
Length, 8 weeks; wages, $11; scholars, 14; average, 123; 
tardy, 35; not absent half a day, 2; visits, 24. 

Miss Kimball entered upon her labors here with some pre- 
vious experience in teaching, and brought to her work a com- 
mendable zeal. The school being small, gave the teacher a 
better opportunity of thoroughly drilling her scholars; and 
those making the best of their advantages, made rapid im- 
provement. The general deportment was fair. The closing 
exercises were attended with interest by quite a number of the 
people of the district, and furnished proof of a profitable term. 

The Winter term was taught by Miss Lucia A. C. Holt. 
Length, 114 weeks; wages, $8,and board; scholars, 29; aver- 
age, 22; between 4 and 14, not attending, 1; tardy, 98; vis- 
itors, 10. 

Miss Holt commenced her school with but very little experi- 
ence in teaching. The school was considerably increased in 
numbers, and was more difficult of management than in the 
Summer. When visited by your committee, soon after its 
commencement, the appearance was not most favorable to 
success. The teacher was laboring with a persevering zeal 
and energy worthy of all commendation; but there was a 
want of quiet order so indispensable to success in the school- 
room. A little advice was given to the scholars, and some 
suggestions made to the teacher. As the school was unex- 
pectedly closed on account of the illness of the teacher, it was 
not again visited by the committee, who, therefore, can not 
speak of the improvement made from personal knowledge; 
but, so far as heard from, a good degree of success has at- 
tended her efforts. 

DISTRICT NO. 6. 


The Summer term was taught by Miss Margaret A. Chesley. 
Length, eight weeks; wages, $15; scholars, 22; average, 18; 
between 4 and 14, not attending, 1; tardy, 40; dismissed, 3; not 
absent half a day, 5; visitors, 15. 

Miss Chesley, without previous experience, entered upon 
her work. Her first efforts and interest in the school gave 
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promise of success. But though she seemed to labor faith- 
fully, the interest of the scholars and of the people of the dis- 
trict was not properly enlisted. A decided, steady discipline 
was not secured or maintained, and the result of the school 
was not all that could be wished. Perhaps a’ little more 
sympathy and aid from the people of the district would have 
secured, in a higher degree, the desired object. 

The Winter term wag taught by Miss Lizzie A. Staniels. 
Length of school to be 14 weeks; wages, $18; scholars, 33; 
average, 29 for 12 weeks; between 4 and 14, not attending, 1; 
tardy, 23; not absent half a day, 4. 

This school is still in operation, therefore this partial report. — 
Miss Staniels is a teacher of long experience, and the district 
may well congratulate themselves in their good fortune 
in securing her services. A good degree of order has pre- 
vailed, and, when visited by your committee, a week before its 
intended close, gave evidence of a profitable school. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


The Summer term was taught by Miss Susan M. Emery. 
Length, 10 weeks; wages, $11.33; scholars, 19; average, 15; 
tardy, 12; dismissed, 17; not absent half a day, 2; visitors, 
yee 

Miss Emery is a teacher of considerable experience, and 
succeeded admirably in giving general satisfaction in this dis- 
trict. The teacher remarks, in the School Register, that “the 
great want in this school is suitable school-books;” and inti- 
mates that these limited school privileges are not fully im- 
proved by all. The many checks for absence in the Register 
declare the same. At the examination, quite a number of the 
ladies, and one or more of the men of the district were present. 
The exercises gave proof of as much improvement as could 
reasonably be expected under the circumstances. 

The Winter term was taught by Miss Abby M. Batchelder. 
Length, 83 weeks; wages, $18.83; scholars, 27; average, 21; 
tardy, 108; dismissed, 26; not absent half a day, 2; visits, 
12. 

From Miss Batchelder’s examination and the committee’s 
first visit to the school, high hopes were indulged of a pleasant 
and profitable term. But such hopes were doomed to disap- 
pointment, and it was not all the teacher's fault. A few of 
the larger scholars are deserving of the severest reprehension 
for disobedient, unmanly and criminal conduct, and, had it 
come to the knowledge of the committee at an earlier day, 
they would have been expelled from school. Others of the 
large scholars are worthy of praise for their respectful obedi- 
ence and close attention to their studies, maintaining the 
authority of the school, and making commendable progress in 
their studies, showing that others might have been benefited 
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by the school, if they would. Parents would do well to take 
care lest they nourish a disobedient and rebellious disposition, 
which may prove their ruin. 


DISTRICT NO. 8.—PRIMARY DEPARTMENT. 


Both terms were taught by Miss Rhoda B. Thompson. 
Length: Summer, 18 weeks; Winter, 13 weeks. Wages: Sum- 
mer, $18; Winter, $20. Scholars: Summer, 58: Winter, 48. 
Average: Summer, 36; Winter, 30. Tardy: Summer, 1300; 
Winter, 940. Dismissals: Summer, 42; Winter, 98. Visitors: 
Summer, 32; Winter, 15. 

This school is not what it should be. The Register, black- 
ened with so many marks of absences, tardiness and dis- 
missals, cries, there is wrong some where. The confusion 
and tumult in the school-room proclaims that all is not right. 
The backwardness of the children, in the midst of such abun- 
dant means of improvement, speaks of gross neglect. The 
last examination of Winter shows but a little advance from 
the first of Summer; yet the teacher has appeared to labor 
diligently and faithfully for the improvement of her pupils. 
But quiet and order have been wanting, and some parents 
prefer disorder and confusion to the proper and requisite dis- 
cipline of their children. Peculiar talent and qualifications 
are necessary in a teacher, to insure the highest success in 
this school. When such an one has been proved and can be 
obtained, even at an extra compensation, it is the height of 
selfishness and folly to risk such weighty interest in uncertain 
or unskillful hands. And for parents to be so indifferent about 
their children properly improving the educational privileges 
provided for them, is near akin tc infanticide. 


DISTRICT NO. 8.—ADVANCED DEPARTMENT. 


The Summer term was taught by Miss Susan W. Moore. 
Length, 18 weeks; wages, $18; scholars, 43; average, 34; 
tardy, 349; dismissals, 41; not absent half a day, 1; visits, 37. 

Miss Moore has had an extensive experience in the work of 
teaching. The school, for the first nine weeks of the term, up 
to the vacation, appeared to the committee who visited it at 
that time, to be in excellent condition. After two weeks’ 
vacation, the school again commenced. The attendance was 
more irregular, and some left entirely ; so that, at the close, 
the profit of the school was not so apparent; yet those present 
acquitted themselves with honor. 

The Winter term was taught by Mr. Nathaniel H. Clement. 
Length, 18 weeks; wages, $24; scholars, 87; average, 28; 
between 4 and 14, not attending school, 20; tardy, 475; dis- 
missals, 85; visits, 16. 

Mr. Clement has been highly successful in this his first 
attempt at teaching. An easy, familiar manner in the school- 
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room, sustained with proper dignity, has gained for him the 
respect and confidence of his pupils, and a ready obedience. 

The members of the several classes acquitted themselves with 
less embarrassment than usual, and seemed to have a more 
confident understanding of the subjects under review. The 
term appeared to have been one of profit. | 


DISTRICT NO, 9. 


The Summer term was taught by Miss Mary O. Beane. 
Length, 73 weeks; wages, $13; scholars,9; average, 6; not 
attending, 3; tardiness, 10; dismissals, 7; not absent half a 
day, 2; visits, 3. 

Miss Beane was a beginner. The term was interrupted, 
more or less, by the ill health of the teacher, and bythe con- 
duct of an unruly scholar, who finally left the school. ‘The 
number being. so small, the teacher had abundant time to de- 
vote to each scholar, and considerable progress was the result. 

The Winter term was taught by Mr. Levi Beane. Length, 
8 weeks; wages, $21; scholars, 9; average, 7; not attending, 
1; tardiness, 40; aietRisends, 19 visits, 3 U volumes furnished 
indigent children, 2. (oi PE 

Mr. Beane is an ‘old school teacher, nid tino to his aid 
that authority which was wanting in the Summer school. — 
Respectful order was restored and sustained through the term, 
and the school appeared to have been one of advantage. °. ©
